CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short Title and Commencement.—(1) Thse 
Rules may be called the Coast Guard (General) Rules, 
1986.

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2. Definition*. In these Rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,—

(g) "Regional Commander” means the Com¬ 
mander, Coast Guard Region specified in 
sub-rule (2) of Rule 4 ; 

(h) Words and expressions used but not defined 
in Lhesc rules, but defined in the Act, shall 
have die meanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Act. 

3. Reports and Application.—Any report or appli¬ 
cation directed by these rules to be made to a Coast 
Guard authority, shall be made in writing through 
the proper channel, unless the said authority on ac¬ 
count of exigencies of service or otherwise dispenses * 
with the writing. 

CHAPTER II 
Organisation 

4. Constitution of the Coast Guard.— (1) The 
Coast Guard shall consist of officers, subordinate offi¬ 
cers, sailors and other enrolled persons, appointed 10 , 
or enrolled into, the Coast Guard Service. 

( 2 ) The Director General shall exercise command 
through the following authorities :— 

(a) The Commander, Coast Guard Region, 
West ;

Nadu, Andhra Pradesh, Orissa, West Bengal and the 
Union Territory of Pondicherry ; 

(c) The Coast Guard Region, Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands, shall comprise of coastal areas and 
the maritime /ones along the coastal areas of tlie 
Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

(d) The Commander, Coast Guard Customs, shall 
exercise operational and administrative control on 
all ships assigned to him by the Director General. 

5— Each Coast Guard Region shall be further cle- 
vided into districts and each district shall be under 
the supervision of the District Commander to be 
appointed by the Director General. , 

6— The Director General shall establish such 
number of stations and shall assign surli number of 
ships to each Coast Guard Region | district [station as he 
may think fit depending upon the exigencies of the ser¬ 
vice from time to time.

10. Command of Coast Guard Ships.— (1) Com¬ 
mand of Coast Guard Ships, vessels, aircrafts or such 
establishments as may be promulgated by the Direc- 
or General will be considered as operational com¬ 
mand. 

(2) Generally officers and enrolled persons of the 
General Duties Branch shall exercise operational 
command, or direct any work or undertaking which 
requires the co-operation of different branches of the 
Coast Guard Service. It may be. conferred on other 
officers and enrolled persons by appointment or by 
direction! by the Director General. 

(3) Command of ships j vessels j aircrafts shall be 
limited to qualified officers of the General Duties 
branch and enrolled persons of seaman specialisation, 
except when conferred by superior authority on other 
persons qualified by ability and experience. 

(4) Command of Coast Guard ships| vessels, esta¬ 
blishments and aircrafts may also be exercised by the 
officers and sailors of the Indian Navy while on depu¬ 
tation to the Coast Guard, when specifically appoint¬ 
ed by the Director General. 

(5) Technical Officers appointed in command of 
shore establishments may exercise such functions of 
command as may be necessary for the proper per¬ 
formance of their duties.

the watch, whatever may be his rank, in regard to 
the performance of the duties with which he is 
charged. 

14. How Officers and km oiled persons are to be 
borne—(1) Officers and enrolled persons serving 
afloat or ashore shall be borne on the books of the 
ship or establishment or station in which thev are 
serving or to which they are attached. 

(2) When it is desired that an officer borne addi¬ 
tional for staif or special duties should practice or 
gain experience in ship handling and the like, autho¬ 
rity for him to take charge of a watch at sea or in) 
harbour may be given by the Commanding Ofiuer : 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall put him 
in the line of succession to command. 

15. Officer promoted.—An officer, who is promoted 
shall continue to perform the duties he has been 
assigned, and shall take rank and command of the 
new rank only if he is reappointed to his ship in the 
higher rank. 

16. Officers on Deputation.—Officers deputed by 
the competent authority to do duty on board any 
other ship, although borne as supernumeraries, 
shall take the same rank and command, and be con¬ 
sidered in every respect for the time they are so em¬ 
ployed, as if they actually belonged to the comple-j 
ment, 

17. Officers taking passage—-Any officer taking 
passage in one of the Coast Guard ships, may, though 
borne as supernumerary, be ordered to do duty if 
inferior or jurnor in rank to the Executive Officer 
of the ship in which he is embarked. While so em¬ 
ployed he shall take the same rank and command, 

and shall be considered In every respect as if he ac¬ 
tually belonged to the complement. In the event of 
the death ot the Commanding Officer or the ship, the 
acting command thereof shall vest in the officers 
mentioned in rule 12 and |n no case shall be assum¬ 
ed by a supernumerary officer except on the express 
authority from the Director General. 

18. Authority of Army, Navy and Air Force Offi¬ 
cers_An officer ot the Army, Navy and Air Force 


appointed to the Coast Guard shall have and exercise 
all such powers as are vested in or may be exorcised 
by an officer of the Coast Guard of the corresponding 
rank or holding a corresponding appointment, 

19. Subject to the provisions of sections 57 and 
58 of the Act, when a person subject to the Act is 
attached to any body, or serving in a unit., or admit¬ 
ted as a patient in a hospital of the regular Army, 
Navy or Air Force, the Commanding Officer of such 
body, unit or hospital shall exercise all powers ol 
Command over officers junior to him in rank and 
all powers of command and punishment over enrol¬ 
led personnel. 

CHAPTER IV 

RETIREMENT, DISMISSAL, REMOVAL, DIS¬ 
CHARGE OR RELEASE 

20- Retirement_(1) Retirement age for officers 

holding a rank higher than that of a Commandant 
shall be fifty-eight years and for officers of other 
ranks it shall be fifty-five years. 

Provided that the Central Government may extend 
the retirement age.of :— 

(a) An officer of the rank higher than that of a 
Commandant for a period of one year at, 
a time but not, in any case, beyond the age 
of sixty years ; 

(b) Officers of other ranks for a period of one 
year at a time but not, in any case, beyond 
the age of fifty eight years. 

(2) Retirement age of subordinate officers and 
sailors shall be fifty five years. 

. 2E Dismissal, removal, discharge or release—(1) 
Authorities specified in column 1 shall be competent 
to authorise dismissal, removal, discharge or release 
of the members of the Coast Guard specified in column 
2, on the grounds stated in die corresponding entries 
in column 3, in accordance with the procedure speci¬ 
fied in column 4 of tire Table annexed hereto. Any

22. Procedure for dismissal [removal of officers_(1) 

When it is proposed to dismiss [remove ,an officer 
under section 11, lie shall be given, an op|x>rtunity 
to show cause in the manner specified in sub-rule (2) : 

Provided that this sub-rule shall'not apply _ 

(a) Where the officer is dismissed|removed from 
the service on the grounds of misconduct 
which has led to his conviction by the crimi¬ 
nal court. 

(bf Where the Central Government is satisfied 
that, for reasons to be recorded, it is not 
expedient or reasonably practicable to give 
the officer an opportunity of showing cause. 

(2) When after considering the reports of the 
officer's misconduct, the Director General is satisfied 
that tire trial of the officer by a Coast Guard Court 
Is not expedient or not practicable and is of thoi 
opinion that the further retention of ute officer in 
the service is not desirable, the Director General 
shall so inform the officer together with all the re¬ 
ports adverse to him, and he shall be called upon 
to submit in writing his explanation and defence ; 

Provided that the Director General may, with the 
prior approval of the Central Government, withhold 
from disclosure any such reports, or portion thereof, 
if its disclosure is not in the interest of the security 
of the State. 

(3) In the event of the explanation of the officer 
being considered unsatisfactory by the Director 
General, or when so direcLcd by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, the case shall be submitted to the Government 
with the officer's defence and the recommendations 
of the Director General as to the termination of 
officer's service in the manner specified in sub-rule (5). 

(4j Where, upon the conviction of an officer by 
a criminal court, the Central Government or the 
Director General considers that the conduct of the 
officer which has led to his conviction renders his 
further retention in the service undesirable, a certi¬ 
fied copy of the judgement of the criminal court 
convicting him shall be submitted to the Central 
Government with the recommendations of the 
Director General as to termination of the officer's 
service in the manner specified in sub-rule (5).

(5) When submitting a case to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under sub-rule (3) or (1), the Director

(6) The Central Government, after considering 
the reports and the officer's defence, if any, or the 
judgement of the criminal court, as the case may be, 
and the recommendation of the Director General, 
may dismiss or remove the officer from the service. 

(7) When the Director General is satisfied that 
an officer is unfit to be retained in the service on 
fhc grounds of unsuitability, he may. after giving 
the officer an opportunity to explain, his case, re¬ 
commend to the Central Government that the offi¬ 
cer’s service be terminated. The Director General 
shall also forward to the Central Government tin- 
reasons for his recommendations and the record of 
service of the officer : 

Provided that where in the interest of security of 
the State it would be inexpedient to give the offlccH 
an opportunity to explain Ids rase, it shall he lawun 
for the Central Government to pass an order termi¬ 
nating the service of the officer without giving the 
officer an opportunity to explain his case. 

(8) The Central Government on receipt of the 
report under sub-rule (7) may pass an order as it 
may deem fit for the dismissal or removal of the 
officer. 

( 9 ) The Central Government may in suitable 
cases retire or remove, the officer with or without 
pension or gratuity. 

23. Procedure for dismissal [removal of enrolled 

persons__ (1) Where the Commanding Officer is 

satisfied that an enrolled person is considered un¬ 
suitable to be retained in the service on the grounds 
of misconduct or unsuitability, he may make a re¬ 
commendation to the Inspector General In the Coast 
Guard Headquarters for the dismissal [removal of 
such person from the Coast Guard. 
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(2) In all cases of recommendation for dismissal| 
removal of a person, the Commanding Officer shall 
establish clearly the fact that the person has been 
given a suitable warning and sufficient time to im¬ 
prove. Documentary evidence to this effect shall ac¬ 
company the recommendation. 

(3) Where, upon the conviction of ,an enrolled 
person by a criminal court, the Deputy Inspector 
General under whom the person is serving conddeis 
that the conduct of the person which has led to his 
conviction rendeis his further retention in the ser¬ 
vice undesirable, a certified copy of the judgement 
of the criminal court convicting him shall he sub¬ 
mitted to the Inspector General in tile Coast Guard 
Headquarters with the recommendations of the 
Deputy Inspector General under whom the person 
is serving as to the terminalioii ol the peisons ser¬ 
vice in the manner specified in sub-rule (4) . 

(4) The Inspector General in the Coast Guard 
Headquarters on receipt of a recommendation under 
sub-rule (1) or (3) may pass an order dismissing 
or removing the person concerned from the service. 

(5) The Inspector General in the Coast Guard 
Headquarters may in suitable cases retire or remove 
the person with or without pension on gratuity. 

24. Procedure for discharge!release 0,1 grounds of 
unsatisfactory progress in training—(lj When it is 
proposed to discharge]release a member of the Coast 
Guard from the service on account of unsatisfactory 
progress in training, the Commanding Officer of 
training establishment, where the person is under¬ 
going training, shall make a recommendation to the 
Central Government, or the Inspector General in the 
Coast Guard Headquarters as the case may be lor 
the discharge or release of the person. 

(2) In all cases of recommendations for discharge 
or release of a person, the Commanding Officer of 
the training establishment shall establish clearly the 
fact that the person has been given suitable warning 
and sufficient time to show progress, document ary 
evidence to this effect shall accompany the recom¬ 
mendation. 

(3) The Central Government or as the case may 
be the Inspector General in the Coast Guard Head¬ 
quarters on receipt of recommendation under sub- 
rule (1), may discharge or release tire person con¬ 
cerned from the service, 

25. Procedure for discharge]release on grounds of 
furnishing false]incorrect informal ion at the time ')! 
recruitment—The CenLrnl Government, or as the 
case may be, the Inspector General in the Coast 
Guard Headquarters may discharge or release a 
person subject to the Act on grounds of furnishing 
false|wrong information at the time of the recruit¬ 
ment of that person in the service. A show cause 
notice shall be issued to the individual before the 
person is discharge]released from the service. 

26. Retirement|release|discharge on grounds of 

physical unfitness_(1) When a person subject to the 

Act is found to be permanently unfit for the Coast 
Guard service by a Medical Board constituted undei 
the Regulations for the Medical Services of the 
Armed Forces, he may be retired, released, or dis¬ 
charged from the service in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in this rule. 


(2) The President of the Medical Board, shall 
immediately after the Medical Board has come to 
the conclusion that the person is permanently unfit 
tor any form of Coast Guard service, issue a notice 
specifying the nature of the disease or disability he 
is suffering from and the finding of the Medical 
Board and also inlorm him that in view of the hud- 
ing he may be retired, released or discharged from 
the service ; 

Provided that where in the opinion of the Medical 
Board the person is suffering from a mental disease 
and it is unsafe to communicate the nature of the 
disease or disbaility to the person, or the person is 
unfit to hook after his interest, tile nature 1 of Lhe 
disease or disability shall be communicated io the 
person’s next of kin who shall have the right to peti¬ 
tion under sub-rule (3). 

(3) Such notice shall also specify that the person 
may within fifteen days of the date of receipt of the 
noLice prefer a petition against the findings of the 
Medical Board to the President of the Medical Board. 

(4) If no petition is preferred within the time 
specified in sub-rule (3), the person may be retired, 
released or discharged from the service, 'by an order 
to that effect made by the Central Government, in 
the case of officers, and by the Inspector General in 
the Coast Guard Headquarters in the case of enrolled 
persons.

CHAPTER VI 

COMPLAINTS AND REPRESENTATIONS 

32. Complaints to higher authorities.—(1) If an 
officer or an enrolled person thinks that he has 
suffered any personal oppression, injustice, or other 
ill treatment or that he has been treated unjustly in 
any way or wishes to make a representation affecting 
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his welfare or has any suggestion to make in connec¬ 
tion with servjfe, he shall bring it to the notice of 
his superior officer. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the superior officer to 
whom a representation has been given, to forward 
the same to the higher authorities for appropriate 
action. 

(3) Any other method of seeking rerlressel from 
the superior officer|authority save those mentioned in 
these rules is forbidden. 

33. To whom complaint shall be made.—(l) If the 
complainant is a Commanding Officer of the Coast 
Guard Ship, his complaint shall be in writing and 
shall be addressed to his immediate superior officer. 

(2) If the complainant is an officer serving in one 
of the Coast Guard Ships his complaint shall be made 
orally to the Commanding Officer whereby a com¬ 
plainant is to make an oral request to see the Com¬ 
manding Officer for that purpose. If the complainant 
is an officer, such request shall be made through the 
Executive Officer and if the complainant is a head 
of the department, a request shall be made direct 
to the Commanding Officer. If the complainant is 
ail officer working in a particular department, the 
recpiest shall be made in the first place to the head 
of the department. 
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(3) If the complainant is an enrolled person, his 
complaint shall be made orally to the Commanding 
Officer. A request to see the Commanding Officer 
shall be made to the Executive Officer through the 
complainant’s Divisional or Departmental Officer. An 
enrolled person detached from his ship or his esta¬ 
blishment shall make his complaint to the officer 
in whose command he may be at that time. 

34. Rules to be observed by the complainant_(1) 

The complaint shall be confined to statement of 
facts on which the complaint is based and to the 
alleged consequences to the complainant himself. 

(2) Joint complaints by two or more persons are 
not allowed. Each individual shall make his own 
complaint. 

(3) It shall be the duty of the person making a 
complaint, either oral or written, to ensure that,— 

(a) the statement of facts in the complaint is 
true to the best of his knowledge; and 

(b) the complaint is not made in a language 
which is disrespectful, insubordinate or sub¬ 
versive to discipline. 

35. How the complaint shall be dealt with—(1) 
On receipt of any complaint the Commanding Officer, 
or other officer, receiving the same shall saf’sfy him¬ 
self that the complaint is made in accordance with 
these rules. He shall then deal with it in the exercise 
of his discretion as may seem to him right and cause 
the complainant to be informed of his decision. 

(2) If the Commanding Officer or the other offi¬ 
cer receiving complaint refuses or is unable to remedy 
the complaint so made, the complainant may respect¬ 
fully ask that he may be allowed to make his com¬ 
plaint in writing. On receiving such request, tne 
Commanding Officer, or the other officer, shall give 
the complainant 24 hours to reconsfder •< e mallei. 
The complainant may then address his complaint hr 
writing to the Commanding Officer, or the other offi¬ 
cer, wbo shall then forward the complaint to the 
next superior officer together with his remarks 
thereon. 

(3) If the complainant is not satisfied with the 
decision on his complaint or if he does not get the 
redress asked for within a period of one month from 
the date of submission of his complaint or the date 
of its despatch to the next superior authority, as 
the case may be, he may request that his complaint 
be forwarded to the next superior authority and so 
on to the Director General or the Central Govern¬ 
ment, as the case may be, and all such requests shall 
be complied with. The complaint shall be justified 
in appealing direct to the next superior authority if 
he does not receive a final reply within a period of 
six months from the date of submission of his com¬ 
plaint. 

CHAPTER VII 
BOARD OF INQUIRY 

36. Convening of Board of Inquiry_A Board of 

Inquiry may be convened bv the Director General 
or by Commanders of Regional Headquarters when¬ 
ever any matter arises unon which the said authority 

requires to be thoroughly informed. 


37. Constitution of Board of Inquiry_A Board 

shall consist of an officer as Presiding Officer and at 
least two members who shall be either officers or 
subordinate officers or both. Persons not subject to 
the Act may be also appointed as member when the 
Board is to investigate matters of a specialised nature 
and officers subject to the Act with the requisite 
qualifications are not available. 

38. Duties of the Board_(1) Board shall perform 

such duties as may be directed by the authority con¬ 
vening the Board. 

(2) Such directions shall always be made in writ¬ 
ing and may in case of urgency be conveyed by sig¬ 
nal. However, the order convening the Board shall 
be made in the format given in the Annexure.

Board shall be guided by the provisions of these 
rules and also by the Coast Guard Orders, for the 
time being : n force, and the written instructions of 
the convening authority; provided that the Coast 
Guard Orders and the written instructions are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of these rules. 

(2) The proceedings of the Board of Inquiry shall 
not be open to the public. Only such persons (may 
attend the proceedings as are permitted by the 
Board to do so. 

(3) Every witness examined by the Board shall be 
informed in the following terms which shall be re¬ 
corded in the minutes :— 

“You are privileged to refuse to answer any ques¬ 
tion, the answer to which may tend to expose you 
to any penalty or forfeiture. It will be for you to 
raise the objection and for the Board to decide whe¬ 
ther you must answer the question or not.” 

(4) Whenever an enquiry affects the character or 
reputation of a person serving in the Coast Guard 
or may rdsult in the imputation of liability or 
responsibility for any loss or damage, or is made for 
the contravention of any rules or general or local 
orders, full opportunity shall be afforded to such per¬ 
son lor being present throughout the enquiry and of 
making any statement and of givmg any evidence he 
may wish to make or give, and of cross-examining 
any witness whose evidence in his opinion affects him, 
and producing any witness in his defence. The Presi¬ 
ding Officer of the Board shall take such steps as 
may be necessary to ensure that any such person so 
affected and not previously notified receives notice of, 
and fully understands, his rights under these rules- 

(5) The proceedings of the Board shall be record¬ 
ed in accordance with any directions contained in 
the Coast Guard Orders for the time being in force 
and any instructions given by the convening autho¬ 
rity. The mmutes of such proceedings shall contain 
a verbatim report of all the evidence given, and all 
questions and answers shall be numbered in one 
series throughout the minutes. 

(6) The proceedings of the Board or any confes¬ 
sion, statement, or answer to a question made or 
given before the Board, shall not be admissible in

Board of Inquiry may be convened to investigate into 
anv matter of importance such as,— 

(a) loss, stranding or hazarding of Coast Guard

(b) accidential death of, or serious bodily in- 

E to, any person on board a ship]Esta- 
iment|Air Craft ; 

(c) loss of classified books or publication Involv¬ 
ing breach of security ; 

(d) damage to or loss of Government property 
or stores, or loss of public money ; 

(e) damage to private persons or property, in 
respect of which there is likely to be a claim 
against the Central Government or the Coast 
Guard. 

41. Action on the proceedings of Board of In¬ 
quiry_The proceedings of the Board of Inquiry 

mall be submitted by the Presiding Officer of the 
Board to the convening authority. On receipt of the 
proceedings the convening authority shall— 

(i) take such action as is within its jurisdiction 
and as it may deem fit to take ; 

(ii) submit the same together with its com¬ 
ments thereon to the higher authority, if 
required to do so under tire orders of such 
authority. 

42 . Copies of the proceedings of the Board_The 

following persons shall be entitled to receive a copy 
of the proceedings of the Board :— 

(a) Any person subject to the Act who is tried 
by a Coast Guard Court in respect of any 
matter or thing which has been reported by 
the Board ; or 

(b) Any person in Government service whose 
character, conduct or reputation is, in the 
opinion of the Director General, affected by 
anything in the evidence before the Board, 
unless the Director General sees reason to 
order otherwise. 

Explanation : For the purpose of these rules proce¬ 
edings shall include findings of the 
Board but shall not include recom¬ 
mendations of the Board. 

CHAPTER VIII 

APPLICATIONS AND PETITIONS 

43. Application and Petitions against findings and 
sentence of a Coast Guard Court—(1) A person sub¬ 
ject to the Act, who has been tried by a Coast 
Guard Court, may make an application to the Chief 


44. Period of Limitation—An application for 
judicial review shall be submitted within 21 days 
of the date on which the sentence was passed by the 
Coast Guard Court. A petition under section 119 
shall be submitted within three months of the date 
of the order of the Director General on the Judicial 
Review by the Chief Law Officer of the proceedings 
of the trial by the Coast Guard Court ; 

Provided that the time taken by such person to 
obtain a copy of the proceedings or the orders of the 
Director General on the Judicial Review of the proce¬ 
edings by the Chief Law Officer shall be excluded in 
calculating the period of 21 days or 3 months as the 
case may be : 

Provided further that an application received after 
the expiration of the aforesaid period may be enter¬ 
tained by the Director General or the Central Gov¬ 
ernment as the case may be if he or it is satisfied 
that the delay was due to reasons beyond the control 
of the applicant. 

45. Mode of submitting application and petition_ 

(1) An application or a petition may be presented 
in person or sent by a registered post. It shall be in 
duplicate and shall be signed by the appb'cant. It 
shall state succintly and clearly all grounds on which 
the conviction or sentence is sought to be impungned. 
The applicant should also state whether he desires 
to be heard in person or through a legal practitioner 
or an officer ot the Coast Guard if the application 
is under Section 117 of the Act. No personal hearing 
is required to be given if the petition is under Sec¬ 
tion 119 of the Act. 

(2) An application under Section 117 is to be sub¬ 
mitted directly to the Chief Law Officer. A petition 
under section 119 is to be submitted through the 
Commander Coast Guard Region in whose com¬ 
mand the trial was held. The Commander Coast 
Guard Region shall forward it to the Director Gene¬ 
ral with his remarks within a period of one month. 

(3) A petition against summary award of punish¬ 
ment shall not be entertained. If there are exceptio¬ 
nal circumstances warranting interference with the 
finding or sentence awarded summarily, the case is 
to be forwarded to the Coast Guard Headquarters 
through proper channel with full details necessitat¬ 
ing the exercise of plenary powers of the Director 
General or the Central Government as the case may 
be. As in the case of a petition under section 119 of 
the Act, the period of limitation shall be 3 months 
from the date on which the summary punishment 
was awarded.
